Prayer  is  all-essential.  Christ  Himself,  the 
Great  Teacher,  was  preeminently  a man  of 
prayer.  He  retired  into  solitude  to  com- 
mune with  Hit:  Father;  and  angels,  com- 
missioned of  God,  came  to  strengthen  Him. 
And  so  God  will  strengthen  us  if  we  pray 
in  faith.  In  prayer  lies  the  secret  of  the 
teacher’s  enthusiasm  and  influence.  The 
successful  teiicjher  is  a praying  teacher. 
Deeper  than  the  need  .of  intelligence,  deejK-r 
than  the  need  of  all  else,  styven  knowledge 
of  God’s  Word,  is  the  need  of  prevailing 
prayer. 

I remark  next  that  to  do  effective  work 
the  teacher  must  know  whom  he  is  to 
teach.  My  observation  is  to  the  effect  that 
personal  work  is  productive  ol  the  greatest 
results.  To  dp  this  character  of  work  suc- 
cessfully, it  is  necessary  that  the  teacher 
should  know  his  scholars  individually,  not 
only  by  name,  put  by  sight ; know  them  so 
you  cangreetthcmasacqunintances;  know 
them  in  theiri  individual  capacities  and 
needs ; in  their  jxrrsonal  tastes  and  pecu- 
liarities;  in  their  feelings  and  desires,  char- 
acteristics and  tendencies;  the  nature  of 
their  home  and  week-day  surroundings.  A 
scholar  must  be  known  in  all  these  various 
rcs]>ccts  before  he  can  be  taught  intelli- 
gently. Dr.  Trumbull  relates  that  one  of 
the  great  French  professors  was  testifying 
in  a couit  of  juktice.  of  the  relative  power 
of  small  doses  of  a particular  poison,  when 
one  of  the  lawyers  in  the  case  inquired  of 
him  derisively  as  to  the  precise  dose  of  the 
poison  whicli,  ki  fly  could  take  safely,  to 
which  the  Frertejj  professor  calmly  replied 
that  he  should  need- to  know  something  of 
the  particular  flv  under  treatment,  as  to 
its  size,  age.  State  of  health,  habits,  etcl 
all  of  these  having  a bearing  do  the  size  of 
the  dose  to  be:  administered  in  any  case. 
Surely  then,  a Sunday  School  scholar  de- 
serves,-is  much  study  and  as  wise  and  cau- 
tious treatment  as  a flv. 


in  most  instances,  like  our  croakers,  they 
are  little  bony  fellows,  and  although  they 
arc  morel  easily  imp  »led  on  a hook  than  a 
sucker,  yet,  when  you  have  caught  tijin, 
you  have  not  caught  very  much.

If  the  church  is  in  a cold 
state,  they  croak  out  that  the  prnyeniieci- 
ing  is  already  dead,  and  it  is  no  use  aqy 
longer  to  try  to  run  it,  that  the  old  house 
is  going  to  pieces  and  that  the  lx*st  tjhiitg 
to  do  is  to  dissolve  the  church  while  i , can 
Ik1  done  in  order.  The  female  crcakcr 
thinks  the  Indies’  meetingsare  not  pro; lerfv 
conducted]  [that  the  memliers  are  (too 
"stuck  up, [’I  or  they  have  too  many  of  tile 
common  (icople  in  their  meetings  to  italic 
suitable  society  for  them,  that  they  giyo 
too  much  attention  to  raising  money  arid 
that  the  devotional  part  of  the  meclings 
ought  to  Ik*  relegated  to  the  regular  \ ray- 
ermecting.  And  if  not  in  these  ways,  thijh 
in  some  other  wavs,  like  our  fish,  thbv 
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croak.  It  is  very  humiliating  to  acknowl- 
edge it,  bull,  nevertheless  it  is  true  (that 
some  prcncljers  are  croakers. 

Sometimes  there  are  young  preauhCrs 
who  croak  lx-cause  the  churches  ini  our 
most  important  places  do  not  run  flfltir 
them  for  pastors.  They  croak  thatjiflie 
churches  are  "fogy,”  and  do  not  appre- 
ciate etfhivated  intellect.  Hut  more  fre- 
quently these'  croakers  are  found  an  png 
old  preachers,  not  old  in  years,  but  old  in 
ways,  and  thoughts.  They  are  sc  trod 
half  to  death  for  fear  the  women  will  ;jake 
the  bits  into  their  mouths  and  run  a \ay 
with  the  g<i>s|K-l  wagon.  The  idea  i if  a 
B.  Y.  I’.  U.,  is  to  them,  an  unpardonable  in- 
novation. Tliev  croak  that  the  college*  arc 


pastor  announced  Sunday  that  the  seats 
had  come,  and  that  he  wanted  to  send  a 
cash  remittance  for  them  and  get  the  dis- 
count. The  brethren  said  all  right  we  will 
pay  our  pledges  right  away.  The  pastor 
sent  his  check  for  the  seats  getting  the  dis- 
count for  the  church,  and  the  old  suliscrip- 
tion  list  is  in  the  drawer  before  me  ns  I 
write  this  with  every  cent  on  it  paid. 
Other  subscriptions  came  in  till  we  had 
more  money  than  we  needed  for  the  seats, 
so  we  transferred  it  to  the  Building  Fund 
which,  on,  and  up  to  this  date,  has  not 
overflowed.  Does  this  look  like  brethren 
will  not,  or  cannot  pay  their  pledges?  I 
take  it,  that  what  is  true  of  our  people  is 
true  of  other  people.  I do  not  claim  that 
Biloxi  is  the  lx*st  church  in  the  State,  but 
I think  it  is  close  to  it. 

Hut  there  are  other  times  and  places 
where  our  croakers  are  heard.  If  a hercu- 
lean effort  is  lieing  made  to  endow  the 
college  and  those  who  are  carrying  the 
burden  are  straining  every  nerve  for  its 
accomplishment,  and  need  all  the  encour- 
agement possible,  and  no  discouragement, 
our  j>oor  little  croaker  brother  whines  out 
that  some  who  are  subscribing  to  endow- 
ment owe  debts  that  they  would  not  pay 
if  they  could,  and  could  not  pay  if  they 
would,  broadly  intimating  that  those  who 
give  to  the  endowment  are  a set  of  un- 
thrifty, dishonest  fellows.  When  you 
touch  the  mission  question  they  croak, 
when  you  speak  of  the  State  paper,  how 
some  of  them  do  croak,  and  flounce  like 
they  would  jump  off  the  string.  Would 
you  lielieve  it?  Croakers  are  sometimes 
found  among  the  editorial  fraternity.  'I  he 
Conventions  never  do  things  to  their  lik- 
ing. They  set  themselves  up  as  the  cham- 
pions of  the  “ancient  land  marks”  and 
croak  out  that  the  Lord  had  brought  them 
into  the  kingdom  lor  such  a time  as  this. 
Well,  let  nobody  lxrtroubled  or  discouraged. 
These  little  fish  are  following  their  natural 
instincts,  they  will  croak  or  die.  Mean- 
while revivals  will  spread  all  over  the  land. 
Women  will  deyelop  more  and  more  in  the 
department  of  their  work — God  bless  them 
— they  arc  the  mainspring  of  our  churches. 
The  Young  People's  work  will  greatly  in- 
crease, "up-to-date”  churches  will  lie  built 
in  more  places  than  ever  before.  The  col- 
leges will  Ik-  grandly  endowed,  and  the 
people  will  have  good,  sound,  religious 
papers  to  read.  All,  as  though  the  croakers 
had  never  lived. 
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lesson  of  God’s  Infinite,  Love  and  Saving 
Grace,  except  they  have]  first  tasted  thereof 
for  themselves?  How  can  they  consis- 
tently offer  Christ  to  others  while  they  are 
living  in  open  rejection  (bf  Him  ? 

Neither  can  a worldly-minded  Christian 
do  effective  teaching  Jn  all  ages  confor- 
mity to  the  world  has  resulted  in  a lack  of 
spiritual  vision.  VYorlflliness  is  dentil  to 
spirtual  power.  The  teaching  of  the 
worldly  niinded  is  emjpty  and  without 
effect.  It  profiteth  nothing.  There  must 
l>e  a putting  away  on  the  part  of  the 
teacher  of  whatever  is  inconsistent  with 
the  example  and  teaching  of  Christ  lxrfore 
there  can  Ik*  even  so  much  as  the  possibility 
of  teaching  in  its  true  spiritual  sense.  The 
life  of  the  teacher  should  Ik*  the  embodi- 
ment of  his  teaching.  To  have  power  with 
God  and  his  class  he  must  separate  himself 
from  the  world,  and  let  his  life  be  consis- 
tent with  the  Scriptures  and  with  the  posi- 
tion which  as  teacher  he  <x*cupies.  The 
true  teacher  knows  Christ  and  abides  in 
Him  as  the  source  of  spiritual  life  and 
power. 

Secondly,  the  teacher  should  Ik*  a thor- 
ough student  of  the  book  he  is  to  teach.  A 
knowledge  of  that  which  you  are  to  teach 
is  indis|K*nsible.  You  cannot  teach  the 
Scriptures,  in  the  true  sense  of  teaching  ex- 
cept as  you  know  tlu-m  thoroughly  your- 
self. It  is  impossible  to  intelligently  cause 
another  to  know  what  you  do  not  know 
yourself.  That  which  we  are  to  teach — the 
Bible — must  l>e  our  own  possession  lx*fore 
we  can  hope  to  make  it  the  possession  ofoth- 
ers.  AknowledgeofGod’s  Holy  Book,  there- 
fore, is  absolutely  essential.  It  is,  in  fact,  the 
most  important  of  all  qualifications,  even 
more  than  prayer,  because  as  we  read  the 
Bible,  God  is  talking  to  us,  revealing  His 
will,  and  when  we  pray  we  are  talking  to 
God,  and  it  is  really  more  important  that 
God  should  talk  to  us  than  that  wc  should 
talk  to  Him.  To  know  the  Bible  necessi- 
tates careful,  prayerful,  systematic  .and 
daily  study  of  it.  The  teacher  should 
search  its  pages;  meditate  upon  its  truth ; 
hide  it  in  his  heart,  that  he  may  lx:  remind- 
ed to  do  it ; feed  upon  it  daily,  for  it  is  spir- 
itual bread,  the  st.aff  of  the  Christian’s  life, 
the  Sword  of  the  Spirit.  Oh  that  we  as 
teachers  might  have  a dceperlovefor  God's 
Word. 

1 mention  prayer  as  the  third  character- 
istic. Braver  is  communion  with  G<xl,and 
is  essential  not  only  to  successful  teaching, 
but  Christian  living  as  welk  It  is  of  su- 
preme importance  that  the  teacher  should 
talk  freely  with  God  concerning  the  work, 
especially  as  it  is  God’s  work,  and  not  his 
own,  in  which  he,  as  teacher,  is  engaged. 
Braver  is  the  Christian’s  medium  of  con- 
nection with  heaven.  And  when  we  pray

All  brewers  be- 
longing to  the  lx-cr  pool  or  trust, 
which  is  called  the  United  Brew- 
ers’ Association,  made  their  re- 
tailers pay  that  tax.  About  BO 
per  cent,  of  all  the  brewers  in 
the  city  belong  to  the  pool.  The 
brewers  outside  of  the  pool,  or 
some  of  them,  gave  thefr  retailers, 
the  saloonkeepers,  a rebate!  of, 
7V“  I*er  cent,  or  15  per  cent,  j on!
